TEACHERS 


“Teacher” occurs fifty-eight times, 
and is twice explained as meaning 


“rabbi.” 
1. The Lord was addresssed as 
DIDASKALOS (Teacher), rendered 


“Master,” thirty-one times; six times 
in Matthew (8:19; 12:38; 19:16; 22:16, 
24, 36); ten times in Mark (4:38; 9:17, 
38; 10:17, 20, 35; 12:14, 19, 32; 13:1); 
welve times in Luke (3:12; 7:40; 9: 
38; 10:25; 11:45; 12:13; 18:18; 19:39; 
20:21, 28, 39; 21:7); three times in 
John (1:38; 8:4; 20:16). 

2. The Lord was spoken of as “Mas- 
ter” by Himself eight times; three 
times in Matthew (10:24, 25; 26:18); 
once in Mark (14:14); thrice in Luke 
(6:40; 22:11); once in John (13:14). 

3. The Lord spoken of as “Master” 
by others than Himself six times: 
twice in Matthew (9:11; 17:24); once 
in Mark (5:35); once in Luke (8:49); 
twice in John (11:28; 13:13). 

4. Spoken of others than the Lord 
twice, and rendered “master” in John 
3:10; James 3:1. In other renderings 
once “doctor” (Luke 2:46), and ten 
times “teacher,” once of the Lord 
(John 3:2), and nine times of human 
teachers (Acts 13:1; Rom. 2:20; 1 Cor. 
12:28,29; Eph. 4:11; 1 Tim. 2:7; 2 
Tim. 1:11; 4:3; Heb. 5:12). 

Since it is Christ who bestows these 
ministry gifts, it was only natural that 
the function and power of all minis- 
terial authority should be derived 
from Him. Accordingly, we have in the 
person of Christ the original author- 
ity and character of all teachers who 
are, at their best, but imitations 
of Christ as “Lord and Master.” In 
previous writings we traced the office 

. of the apostle, the prophet, the pastor, 
and even the evangelist, unto Him. 

In Christ we also have the unique 
teacher of whom Nicodemus said, 
“Rabbi, we know that thou art a 
teacher come from God: for no man 

can do these miracles that thou doest, 
except God be with him,” John 3:2. He 
taught them as one having authority 

and not as the scribes. Matt. 7:29. The 

use of parables by our Lord in His 
teachings was intent upon riveting the 

@ ie to the hearts of His hearers, 
who were attent to hear Him. The 
gm on the Mount was a master- 
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piece; there He opened His mouth 
and “taught.” The titles “teacher,” 
“master,” and “rabbi” indicate the 
important nature and function of 
His ministry. In Luke 2:41 we find 
Him among the rabbis and Jewish 
teachers where He revealed His mas- 
terly wisdom at the age of twelve. His 
teaching was in the power of the 
Spirit and fully recognized by all. 
Luke 4:14,15; Matt. 7:29. To His dis- 
ciples He taught in private what He 
taught the public. Matt. 13:36. 

The imporiance of “teaching” is 
indicated in Matt. 28:19 where the 
educational standard of Christianity 
is comprehensive of all true evangelis- 
tic, ceremonial, and practical in- 
struction concerning the things which 
Christ said, and which is supple- 
mented by the inspiring promise of 
His presence and power. The value of 
teaching cannot be overestimated 
when we view the fact that it is the 
way in which all worldly wisdom is 
attainable. But why have teachers of 
the Word of God? The answer is sim- 
ple. There are those who, by associa- 
tion with God and by reason of study 
and experience, know decidedly more 
about God than others; who are, 
therefore, more qualified to instruct 
others who are less mature. 


In the early church there were 
those who were recognized as “teach- 
ers” and there should be such today. 
A common complaint among many is 
that the ministry of the teacher is 
“dry”; there is, however, no very good 
reason for the ministry of a teacher 
who is Spirit filled to be dry. Such 
ministry may apparently be differ- 
ent from powerful emotional preach- 
ing; however, a period of learning re- 
quires close attention to what is being 
said, and usually within circum- 
stances quieter than at other periods; 
this, however, does not always have 
to be so. The teacher develops the in- 
tellect and power of reason of those 
who chance to hear. The methods and 
the work of the teacher appeals unto 
the intellect of each individual to the 
extent that redemption through Christ 
might appear to be a thing within it- 
self reasonable and proper. However, 
when such methods or ministry cease 
to spring from the Holy Spirit, work- 
ing within and through the teacher, 


such ministry ceases to be a gift from 
Christ at all. 

Teachers, as referring to New 
Testament ministries, as mentioned in 
Acts 13:1; Rom. 12:6-8; 1 Cor. 12:28; 
and lastly, Eph. 4:11, gives evidence 
of the importance of this ministry in 
the early period of the Church. Like 
all other ministry gifts, “the teacher” 
is a gifted servant of Christ, set in 
the Church for the purpose of teach- 
ing those who are less advanced in 
knowledge of Christ and His redemp- 
tive work. It was then, as it still is, 
the duty of the teacher to impart di- 
vine knowledge about God and also to 
teach concerning the duties of man. 

In Old Testament times there was 
no office recognized as that of the 
teacher; parents, however, had the sol- 
emn responsibility to teach their chil- 
dren. Deut. 4:10; 6:7; 11:19. Prophets 
were always recognized as teachers of 
divine things and who were commis- 
sioned to teach the people concerning 
the will of Jehovah. Indeed the word 
“torah” meant, as applied to 2 Kings 
22:8 and Neh. 8:2, “teaching” which 
also played an important part in re- 
taining knowledge of the law of God. 
It was intended that the law of God 
should actually be inscribed upon the 
heart, or within the souls of His be- 
lieving people. Jer. 31:33; Heb. 8:10. 
In 1 Cor. 12:28 the teacher is men- 
tioned as “third,” while in Eph. 4:11 
he comes last in the list. On the other 
hand in Rom. 12:6-8 he is command- 
ed simply “to wait upon teaching,” if 
so be he claims himself a teacher. 

Teaching as set in the Church, 
through Christ, is not merely a scien- 
tific knowledge of certain things or 
standards by which we measure or in- 
terpret the Scriptures; it was a func- 
tion and a ministry springing entirely 
from the Holy Spirit within the 
teacher, whose work was to instruct 
and enlighten God’s children concern- 
ing spiritual things, and which can 
alone be done by “comparing spiritual 
things with spiritual,” 1 Cor. 2:13. 
Here “teaching is particularly as- 
cribed unto the Holy Ghost, as wis- 
dom imparted not according to the 
wisdom of man but “which the Holy 
Ghost teacheth.” 

The command of Jesus and the need 
of the people formed the basis of 
teaching during the apostolic period; 
it could hardly be otherwise today. 
The apostles “taught” intent upon 
maintaining faith and _ fellowship

Japanese Victory Terrible Loss 

to Missions 

STOCKHOLM (by wireless) —A Jap- 
anese victory would mean “a terrible 
loss” to Christian missions in Asia, Dr. 
Gustaf Lindeberg, Sweden’s leading 
missionary expert, warned here in a 
statement to the press. On the other 
hand, Dr. Lindeberg declared, an Al- 
lied success would prove a great boon 
to missionary enterprise throughout 
the entire Oriental field. 

Japan now exercises control over 
400,000,000 “subjects,” among whom 
are 230,000,000 Chinese, the missionary 
leader estimated. There is consider- 
able fear, he added, among the 2,-

Dr. W. B. Riley, writing in the 
Watchman Examiner, stated that the 
Baptist “New Deal” Democracy was 
Bolshevik in method and modernism 
in leadership, charging that the lead- 
ership of the Northern Convention 
had “reduced its churches from above 
13,000 to a few more than 7,000, its 
missionaries from above 800 to a few 
more than 400, with only 282 active in 
foreign service. It has destroyed, in 
the interests of centralization, our 
great conservative weeklies that for- 
merly existed in almost every state, 
and then, after subsidizing its ‘cen- 
tralized endeavor’ to the tune of

e, Faith’s Challenge

“The righteousness (power) of God 
(is) REVEALED FROM FAITH TO 
FAITH,” Rom. 1:17. 

We conclude from this text that 
God’s righteousness, God’s ableness, 
God’s holiness, God’s POWER, to be 
manifested in our midst and to do for 
us, depends on the increase of our 
faith in its respective category. 


@ there is in the initiative of 


aith’s beginning, a faith of low or 
lesser degree than the quality exer- 
cised ina far higher category: A 
GREAT WORKING FAITH. You 
will notice that in the  preced- 
ing text the language used by Paul de- 
notes pent-up energy of violent force, 
and, as he proceeds in illuminated 
force of speech, his thought of faith’s 
ableness, which is, however, condition- 
ally designed of God, takes on en- 
largement of unlimited possibilities, 
yet only potential, not having yet been 
exercised thereby as the high category 
of faith’s proportions, but within our 
reach of possible exercise, to incréase 
to the high quality for the greater 
accomplishments for God and His 
glory. 

There is certainly an increase in 
quality of faith as we move from one 
category to another, if itis not a 
downward trend. Peter cried unto the 
Lord one day and said, “Increase our 
faith.” Peter certainly felt the need of 
the higher category of faith. Yes in- 
deed, as the greater persecutions 
arose in front of them they felt the 
dire need of increased faith. As their 
association with Jesus took on mo- 
mentum of acute straightness, with- 
out the higher quality of faith the 
pirit of capitulation was overshadow-

@:: and ready to overwhelm them. 


And, Brother, the same circumstance 
of straightness demands today the 
highest proportions of faith. Faith in 
terms of quality is expressed in three 
major categories; namely, common, 
effectual, and perfect faith, and we 
shall deal with each in turn, as an in- 
crease made possible by conditions, 
which conditions are not too hard to 

meet. 
First, faith suggests adventure. 
here certainly is a challenge in 
hristianity. God calls us to prove the 
oo. that He has promised. The 
and is, “Search the scriptures.” 
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The invitation is, “Come and see.” 
“Try me.” “Prove all things.” “Hold 
fast to that which is good.” “Prove 
what is that good and acceptable and 
perfect will of God.” “Prove me now 
herewith, saith God.” This spirit of 
adventure has brought about the great 
discoveries of the world. That men 
might search out the unknown and 
prove the probable, this spirit of in- 
vestigation has taken them to the 
frozen North, to the land of the long 
nights, along the hot path of the 
equator, and, across the _ troubled 
waters of unknown seas. Christianity 
appeals to the daring and the man of 
intrepid spirit. It is the scriptural 
right and privilege of the believer to 
make excursions into the realms of 
divine promise, to experience un- 
measured joys of God’s love and to 
explore the inviting regions of divine 
grace through faith. We do wrong and 
also find ourselves in error if we at- 
tempt to make Christianity a narrow 
and cheap experience. Christianity is 
real! After a bitter fight! Christianity 
prescribes for us a good fight of faith. 
Christianity treads upon dangerous 
ground. And we want to say to all 
Christians, and we say it as a warning, 
that such a time as this calls for and 
demands that our lives be lived, as I 
was wont to say, dangerously sacri- 
ficial. Such is Christianity. Dying is 
part of our life. Read 2 Corinthians 
4. In the fine fancy of the Master’s 
mind the believer is an enthusiastic 
searcher for “hidden treasures,” who 
is willing to sell all that he hath and 
purchase the field of promise. The be- 
liever is a merchantman seeking good- 
ly pearls, whose keen appreciation of 
values makes him venture all that he 
has that he may hold in his possession 
the pearl of great price. Christianity 
offers to us the rich opportunities of 
unmeasured returns. God challenges 
us to the possibilities of faith. Herein 
is offered the field for investigation 
and, too, for demonstrating and for 
proving to our own souls the rich re- 
wards of trusting God. 

Now for the faith in terms of in- 
crease, scripturally, with very little 
comment, D. V. The Lord admonishes 
us not to think of ourselves more 
highly than we ought to think; but to 
think soberly, and to think accord- 


ing to the measure of faith which God 
has given us. Have you found yourself 
thinking, lately, in terms of faith at 
a very high category or level? I use 
the word “level” to assure that our 
trend of thought is not higher than 
it ought to be, so as to be reassured of 
its scriptural support, in sobriety, 
soberly, thoughts protected, substan- 
tiated and justified according to 
the measure of faith, scripturally 
sound and safe for us. Read Rom. 
12:1-3. 

2 Cor. 10:14-15, “For we stretch 
not ourselves beyond our measure (but 
God help us not to justify ourselves 
in drawing up any more than we have 
already drawn up), as though we 
reached not unto you (and the fact 
also remains that we have not reached 
and stretched ourselves to the need 
of the needy): for we‘are come as far 
as to you also in preaching the gospel 
of Christ (but when we analyze the 
great accomplishments, the gospel 
carries with it in power to do, we sur- 
render in simple terms that we have 
only preached a little): Not boasting 
of things,” says Paul, “without our 
measure, that is, of other men’s labors 
(of faith); but having hope, when 
your faith is increased, that we shall 
be enlarged by you according to our 
rule (our measure of faith verse 15) 
abundantly.” Paul had hope of greater 
things for the saints when their faith 
increased to the measurement of his 
own faith. “Is such a thing possible 
though?” one will ask. Yes, my friend, 
quite possible. Proof! Rom. 1:11, 12, 
“For I long to see you, that I may im- 
part unto you some spiritual gift, to 
the end ye may be established; that is, 
that I may be comforted together with 
you by the mutual faith both of you 
and me.” 2 Cor. 10:16, 17, “To preach 
the gospel in the regions beyond you, 
and not to boast in another man’s 
line of things made ready to our hand. 
(Now we could comment on our lack 
of stretched faith to reach to far 
regions beyond our not-as-yet attain- 
ment, but we are already in length 
with this article.) But he _ that 
glorieth, let him glory in the Lord. For 
not he that commendeth himself is 
approved, but whom the Lord com- 
mendeth” (is approved) to preach in 
the regions beyond. 

Titus 1:1-4. “Paul, a servant of God, 
and an apostle of Jesus Christ, ac- 
cording to the faith of God’s elect, 
and the acknowledging of the truth 
which is after godliness; in hope of 
eternal life, which God, that cannot

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Is Chere a Difference’ Oo: 


That every religion, Christianity 
included, has something in common 
with all other religions, I am willing 
to admit. It would be rather foolish 
for me to argue against a fact so wide- 
ly known and accepted. Such admis- 
sions, however, should not disturb our 
spiritual peace or upset our religious 
convictions. The characteristics which 
all religions mutually share is only a 
part of the story and the lesser part 
at that. 

When some college “know-it-all,” or 
anyone else as for that matter, is 
prone to lead you into an emotional 
fervor by saying that all religions are 
alike, don’t take the statement too 
seriously. Just retain your self-con- 
trol, for there is nothing in such a 
remark to cause you any great alarm. 
Of course, all religions are alike, but 
that is not saying anything at all for 
their differences; and differences 
there must be, otherwise all religions 
would be identically alike and the 
same. 

“BUT THE DIFFERENCES ARE OF 
ONLY MINOR IMPORTANCE: FUN- 
DAMENTALLY THE RELIGIONS OF 
THE WORLD ARE THE SAME,” re- 
plies the assailant. “Unless you can 
show some basic, intrinsic differences, 
all this ado about Christianity being 
the only supreme and divinely in- 
spired religion in the world is just 
simply a wasted exertion.” 

Hold it where you are, buddy, for 
just a moment. Since your attack 
against the divine inspiration of 
Christianity is so vehemently demon- 
strated, I suppose there is not a bet- 
ter time for the “show-down” than 
right now. You are right, I admit, up 
to a certain point, but that is as far 
as your argument goes. 

THE FUNDAMENTAL IDENTITY 


Not only do minor similarities exist 
among the world’s religions, but there 
is, above all else, one major likeness 
in the comparison of any religion 
with another. It may be the Hinduism 
of India, the Taoism of China, or the 
Shintoism of Japan, but whichever it 
may be, a belief in the supernatural 
is the basic element common to each 
and all. Each group may interpret this

Supernatural element in a definite 
way peculiar to the rest, nevertheless, 
if it’s called a religion it will always 
display somewhere in its ritual or 
form the presence of a belief in the 
supernatural. In fact, by definition, 
religion is “man’s relation to the 
supernatural.” However simple or 
elaborate a religion might be, the 
above definition complies with the es- 
sential nature of its system. 

This, my overconfidential critic, is 
about as far as your argument for 
fundamental similarity goes. Other 
likenesses that you might mention 
would be only subordinate to the 
unity of the supernatural aspect. 

But so long as I agree with you 
there can be no conclusion reached 
regarding our differences. While there 
is uniformity among the religions of 
the world it is grossly erroneous to 
believe that there is not a difference 
of fundamental importance involved. 
There IS a difference and that differ- 
ence is fully significant to reveal the 
divine superiority of Christianity over 
any other religion known today. 
THE FUNDAMENTAL DIFFERENCE 

In order to show a fundamental 
difference existing between Chris- 
tianity and any other religion there 
must be a fundamental feature in 
Christianity which no other religion 
can admit for itself. In order for this 
fundamental difference to be one of 
divine significance it necessarily fol- 
lows that the distinguishing feature 
must, itself, be divinely significant. 
This fact, if it can be shown, will pro- 
vide a mighty force against the rav- 
ings of infidelity and the spurious 
sophistication of modern skepticism. 

There are, besides Christianity, 
eight great religions in the world. If 
a fundamental difference lies between 
any one of them and the religion of 
Christ, surely no one would object to 
its being said that such a variance 
would also exist between it and the 
lesser religions. These eight religions 
and the place of their origin, along 
with Christianity and the place of its 
origin, are given below. 

1. Hinduism 

2. Buddhism 





3. Confucianism — China 
‘A: China 
5. Shintoism - eee CODER 
6. Zoroastrianism ___ Persia 
7. Mohammedanism Arabia 
8. Judaism — _.. Arabia 
9. Christianity Palestine 


Only two of the above listed reli- 
gions claim the same identical God 
Jehovah. These two are Judaism and 
Christianity. There is, to be sure, 
much in common with these two re- 
ligions; but this relationship, instead 
of weakening our position, makes it 
even more emphatic and convincing, 
as we shall see. 

Judaism and Christianity are the 
only religions which share together 
the same initial origin. It was from 
and through the system of the former 
that the latter sprang to being. It is 
also true that the latter was in the 
former concealed, while the former 
was in the latter revealed. But do not 
let this coalescence divert your atten- 
tion from the contrariety which still 
remains between Christianity and 
other religions. The contrast between 
Moses and Christ is not to be seen as 
manifested between other founders 
and their religions, but this is, within 
itself, marvelous proof of the divine 
origin of Christianity. If the value of 
this statement does not appear to you 
now, it will be visible after a few 
paragraphs, I’m sure. 

THE DISTINGUISHING FEATURE 

The other great religions of the 
world began with some human being, 
or beings, whose ideas originated 
within himself apart-from any revi'® 
ous integral system. There was no 
premeditated and foreordained plan 
or order which gave to them a for- 
ward look or prophetical background. 
But Christianity originated in both 
idea and plan long before its founder, 
Jesus Christ, was ever born. Even if 
we allow that Judaism may have been 
invented in the same manner as any 
other humanly derived religious order, 
it still remains an absolute and un- 
deniable fact that the Christian reli- 
gion had a prophetic and foremen 
tioned background, a_ teleologicgl, 
purposive outlook centuries bef 
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the birth of Christ occurred. This 
statement is attested by the demon- 
stration of an accurate fulfillment of 
a vast amount of prophecy, which 
redictions were accomplished to the 
etter. 


That such a phenomenal occurrence 
was only a “coincidence” or a “chance 
event” is just an unwarranted as- 
sumption without logical support 
whatever, and would be asserted only 
by a person whose prejudice toward 
religion forbids the admission of any 
position that would inevitably render 
a fatal blow to his own skeptical point 
of view. The only consistent and sat- 

factory solution to the whole matter 
is that the Christian System was fore- 
seen, forethought, and foreordained 
by a Something superior to human in- 
genuity. Human beings do not possess 
such an extensive capacity of fore- 
sight and foreknowledge, but even if 
they did it would hardly be imagi- 
nable that they would also have the 
potency for so controlling the details 
of such elaborate and complicated 
visions as to execute precisely every 
prediction thereof. The plan and 
means by which the Christian reli- 
gion was brought about displays too 
great a supernatural, providential 
element for anyone not to see that it 
clearly stands separate and apart from 
the rest of the world’s religions as to 
the divineness of its origin. 


But what about Judaism, the reli- 
gion so closely related to Chris- 
tianity? Do we Christians not believe 
that it, too, had a divine origin? 
Moreover, do we not even hold that 
the very same God is the author of 
both? 

Yes, the unity just mentioned is no 
less true than historical fact. But 
there is one difficulty I would fool- 
ishly encounter should I attempt to 
make the same claims for the divine 
inspiration of Judaism that I have for 
Christianity. You see, the recorded 
writings in regard to the religious sys- 
tem of Israel did not develop until 
after the founder thereof (Moses) was 
born. It is true that some religious 
prearrangement is detected in many 
events prior to the coming of Moses, 
such as the call of Abraham, for ex- 
ample, but let us bear in mind that 
all these events, even though they are 
said to have happened before the era 
of the great lawgiver, were recorded 
by Moses himself, who in turn is the 
eputed founder of the Judaistic sys- 

m. The skeptic would just simply 
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say that such an argument does not 
furnish any historical proof for the 
divine origin of Judaism. As far as the 
objection goes it is quite valid. 

But here is the advantage which the 
argument for Christianity has over 
the recent objection of the skeptic. 
Whether Judaism did or did not have 
a prophetic and futuristic outlook, 
unfolding progressively over cen- 
turies of time, it can be emphatically 
and fearlessly declared that Chris- 
tianity did. Another thing, too, can be 
stated with equal authority, and that 
is, it is a known fact that the other 
great world religions DID NOT have 
such a background and there are not 
even any claims made for _ such, 
either by them or any other. So it 
remains that the Christian religion 
does hold a religious supremacy over 
and above the other religions of the 
world, and can scientifically defend 
its claim for its divine originality. 
And now, getting back to my critical 
assailant, THERE IS ALSO A FUNDA- 
MENTAL DIFFERENCE, ISN’T 
THERE? Yes, there is that difference 
which entitles Christianity to a posi- 
tion as far above Mohammedanism, 
for example, as the divine is above the 
human. 

But before I close, it is profitable, 
even for the position which I have 
just defended, to speak in behalf of 
the divineness of Judaism, since it is 
“ground” which grew the “seed” of 
Christianity. 

Inasmuch as Judaism was the re- 
ligion which furnished Christianity its 
background, the religion whose very 
system embodied the underlying prin- 
ciples of Messianic redemption, it 
necessarily follows that it, too, was 
also characterized by divine signifi- 
cance and theocratic origin. Be it un- 
derstood, however, that since Chris- 
tianity stands irresistibly as a reli- 
gion of miraculous foreknowledge and 
development, it is not necessary to 
first prove Judaism to be divine in or- 
der to authenticate the supernatural- 
ism of the religion which it pre- 
figured; yet it stands to reason that 
the religious system by which super- 
natural Christianity was prefigured 
would, at least, to a great extent, also 
be supernatural. 


Moreover, it is of great value that 
this unique relationship exists be- 
tween the two, for it only adds to the 
historical greatness of the Christian 
system, thereby increasing the prob- 
ability of its origin being attributed 


to more than mere human mind and 
finite intelligence. It is quite notice- 
able that no such relationship exists 
between any two of the other great 
religions of the world. 

Certainly, my skeptical foe, there is 
a fundamental likeness among all the 
religions of the world. But don’t forget 
that there is also a fundamental dif- 
ference which makes Christianity the 
victor in the struggle for supremacy. 

NOTE: I have defended the above 
position as the real distinguishing 
feature of Christianity because it can 
be historically proven. There are also 
doctrinal and experimental differ- 
ences which are just as real; however, 
these are in some aspects too intricate 
for treatment in a single article.

God says in His Word, Isa. 41:10-13, 
“Fear thou not, for I am with thee; be 
not dismayed for I am thy God. I will 
strengthen thee. Yea, I will help thee, 
and I will uphold thee with the right 
hand of my righteousness, for I the 
Lord thy God will hold thy right hand 
saying unto thee, Fear not, I will help 
thee.”

Every Radio Has a Case 
or House 

Some radios are streamlined and 
glossed. These are nice looking and 
easy to look at, but it depends on what 
is within the case and the condition of 
the inner works as to the results pro- 
duced. If the tubes within are burned 
out, there are no results. 

Now our text: “And the very God 
of peace sanctify you wholly; and I 
pray God your whole spirit and soul 
and body be preserved blameless unto 
the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ,” 
1 Thess. 5:23. 

Brother Paul is our great example 
in keeping his house or body wholly 
consecrated. He practised what he 
preached. : 

The Lord has placed’ a complete 
radio in every human being—a trans- 
mitting and receiving set, all fully ad- 
justable to every existing wave length.

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MY TRIP TO PEARL HARBOR 
By J. H. Ingram 

At the last Genera: Assembly I was 
appointed as provisional overseer of 
our mission work in Hawaii as we have 
not had a missionary overseer on the 
field since the war began. I went over 
with a view to reorganizing our mis- 
sion work and making some provision 
for it to be taken care of during the 
present emergency. It seemed impos- 
sible to get transportation, but God 
gave us favor with the Navy authori- 
ties in control of trans-Pacific travel 
and a priority rating was given that 
made immediate transportation avail- 
able. 

We went across on a large Naval 
transport operated by the War Ship- 
ping Administration, and were accord- 
ed all the privileges granted the high- 
ranking troop commanders aboard. 
There were several thousand of us 
aboard, including troops bound for 
overseas duty. It was sad, indeed, 
when the boys came piling aboard to 
begin their first sea voyage. The 
morale of the men, generally speaking, 
was good, and they soon gathered 
about the spacious deck in groups, 
talking and singing. Some sang pop- 
ular songs, while others, religiously 
inclined, sang hymns. The notes of 
such songs as “When the Roll Is Called 
up Yonder I’ll Be There” and “Swing 
Low, Sweet Chariot, Coming for To 
Carry Me Home” were borne on the 
night winds from stem to stern and 
abaft the huge ship as she headed 
for the high seas escorted by a large 
dirigible airship and various surface 
craft. The vessel, being one of the 
largest and fastest ships flying the 
American flag, made the trip to Pearl 
Harbor in five days and nights. 

We were awfully crowded, natural- 
ly, and with the nightly blackouts life 
was far from gay on board, but church 
services were held three times each 
day where practical, and were con- 
ducted in accordance with Protestant, 
Catholic and Jewish rituals. 

On the last day out we had a big 
farewell service on board, and the 


Lord's Supper was administered to a 
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large number of our officers and en- 
listed men. No rank or file is regarded 
in these services, just another group 
of our Service men, brethren in Christ; 
nor are denominational iines drawn 
on such occasions. 

During the time we were in Hono- 
lulu, services were held in an open- 
air theatre in the Pearl Harbor hous- 
ing area, for Navy men and civilian 
employees. Brother G. G. Prince, one 
of our ministers who works at the 
Navy yard, had charge of these serv- 
ices. Services were also held in Span- 
ish among the Puerto Rican people in 
the city, with Bible readings in Portu- 
guese. 

Later on we were able to open up a 
central mission downtown in one of 
the nicest and most convenient places 
in Honolulu, where we left the people 
happy and shouting the victory in a 
very great way. We had some very 
serious problems with which to deal, 
as affected the work in general, but 
the Lord helped us to solve them in a 
special way, for which we feel very 
grateful. Brother Prince will also look 
after the central mission for the time 
being, or until the Mission Board 
makes other arrangements for taking 
care of the work. Though not under 
appointment as such, this writer 
found time to act as Foreign Service 
Pastor, doing work overseas similar to 
that of our National Service Pastors. 
The officers and men of our Armed 
Forces responded very favorably and 
we were given a big hand everywhere. 
Your servant, by accident or incident- 
ally, so to speak, met a first cousin of 
his, a soldier, veteran of two fighting 
campaigns, and he was sound-con- 
verted, came to the Church of God 
and took a public stand for the Lord. 

We came home in a plane, one of 
the largest in the world, it being 
capable of transporting seventy pas- 
sengers and five thousand pounds of 
baggage, mail and express. The trans- 
Pacific crossing from Pearl Harbor to 
San Francisco was made in about 
sixteen hours by the huge clipper 
operated by the Navy Air Transport 
Service. 





Returning by air we were able to 
connect with a train going to Mexico 
where we met Brother M. P. Cross and 
spent three days in the Northwestern 
Regional Convention of the Church of 
God. We also had some important 
matters of business pending in the 
latter named conference, but the Lord 
helped us in adjusting everything 
satisfactorily. Moreover, the Lord 
baptized at least thirty-one with the 
Holy Ghost, according to the reports, 
and there might have been others who 
received the blessing. 

WORKING IN THE BAHAMAS 

Thank God for my commission and 
calling. In the year 1920 I was called 
to the mission field, but due to the 
conditions I didn’t make much sac- 
rifice. I was sent to Cat Island and a 
church was set in order. In January 
the Lord conducted a revival through 
me at East Street. Sixteen were added 
to the church, fourteen received the 
Holy Ghost, ten were sanctified. and 
a great many were converted. In 
February I went to Eluthea, Rock 
Sound. Two received the Holy Ghost, 
and at Green Castle four were saved 
and sanctified. The church was re- 
vived in March at Water Fort. The 
Lord conducted another revival 
through me in Free Town, Fowler 
Street. Brother M. P. Cross preached 
the first sermon. At the close five re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost, five were sanc- 
tified and four added to the church. 
In our great convention, I was ap- 
pointed as state evangelist. I am now 
on my way to Bahama Island, eight 
miles back. Pray for me. Pray that 
this will be the greatest year for the 
Church in the Bahamas.—John H.

among God’s saints. Acts 2:42. In Acts 
5:42 it is also stated that apostles 
“daily in the temple, and in every 
house,” ceased not to “teach and 
preach” Jesus Christ. Later in Anti- 
och, the great missionary center, Paul 
and Barnabas continued “teaching 
and preaching” the Word of the Lord. 
It is implied in Acts 17:1-3 that Paul 
taught the Jews in Thessalonica, and 
that in Berea Paul and Silas gave 
private study which is indicated as a 
daily occurrence among those who 
believed. Acts 19:8-10 also indi- 
cates a time of teaching and school 
days among believers. Later “preach- 
ing and teaching” those things which 
concern the Lord Jesus Christ for two 
whole years in his own hired house, 
Paul closed his ministry in Acts 28:31. 
In Acts 13:1, “teaching” is closely 
coupled with the missionary develop- 
ments of the early Church. Paul used 
a distinct and precise method of 
teaching in 1 Cor. 12:1-11, as con- 
cerned with Christian character and 

efficiency. 


Out of “teaching” came “teachers,” 
not that it is actually a rank of minis- 
ters or ministry, but rather -a thing 
needful and requisite to the growth 
and development of the Church. It is 
believed by many commentators that 
pastors and teachers are constitution- 
ally the same. Taken in the light that 
the evangelist preaches and wins new 
converts, and that the _ pastor 
“teaches” them, the idea that pastors 
and teachers are the same is at least 
borne out as a possibility. Dr. Orr, 
editor of Standard Bible Encyclopedia, 
states that “a popular manual for the 
guidance of religious teachers was 
styled the ‘Teachings of the Twelve,’ ” 
who further commented that “the 
teaching function of Christianity in 
the second century became strictly of- 
ficial.” ; 

It is noted in 1 Tim. 2:7 that Paul 
reckoned himself as appointed “a 
preacher, and an apostle, a teacher,” 
etc. Here the teacher is identified 
with the apostles, while in Acts 13:1 
the teacher is associated with “proph- 
ets,” and finally it was a requirement 
of the bishop that he be “apt to 
teach.” The elder is also described in 
1 Tim. 5:17 as a minister who labored 
in word and in “doctrine.” The im- 
portance of “teaching” is further evi- 
denced by Paul’s command to Timothy 
in 2 Tim. 2:2, where he is admonished 
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to pass on to others, particularly 
“faithful men” who shall “teach” 
others also. Apparently teaching was 
a part of any well rounded minister, 
as to a minister’s attainments and 
fitness. Women were not permitted to 
“teach” or to usurp authority over 
“the man” (1 Tim. 2:12). The aged 
women, however, mentioned in Titus 
2:3, were likewise commanded to be 
“teachers of good things.” This teach- 
ing was, however, more particularly 
defined to the extent that they were 
to “teach the young women to be 
sober, to love their husbands, to love 
their children, to be discreet, chaste, 
keepers at home, good, obedient to 
their own husbands.” There is a much 
needed ministry among the younger 
married women today; I presume it 
would be permissible for the older 
women to exercise it. On the other 
hand, we know of many very fine 
women teachers today, who are of 
note as Bible teachers. Proven abili- 
ties are always acceptable, whether 
found in men or in women. 
ADMONITION TO STUDY 

“Study to shew thyself approved un- 
to God, a workman that needeth not 
to be ashamed, rightly dividing the 
word of truth,” 2 Tim. 2:15. The word 
for “rightly dividing” is “orthomeo,” 
which means to cut straight from 
side to side (the whole truth is 
meant); to proceed by straight paths; 
to hold a straight course. The idea is, 
to speak according to the truth of 
what has been said by the inspired 
prophets, and no less to let the Word 
of God say what it wants to say, with- 
out perversion. God needs no one to 
wrest the truth from the Scriptures; 
rather to preach, practice, and to 
stand on and for the truth. 


A workman: God wants workmen. 
He who will deal with the destiny of 
souls in handling the Word of God, 
has a great task, a great responsi- 
bility, therefore a great work, and he 
must, therefore, be a workman, honest 
with men, honest with God, and hon- 
est with the Word of truth. Study is 
needful to develop the intellect which 
is the harp upon which the Holy 
Spirit plays while ministers deliver 
the Word of God. To be informed by 
study of the Word, provides inspira- 
tion and guidance; those who have so 
fortified themselves need not be 
ashamed either before men or God. 
On the other hand, there are those 
who quote Psalm 81:10, wherein God 
said, “Open thy mouth, and I will fill 


it,” and thus depend on God to pro- 
vide divine utterance when they en- 
ter the pulpit. Many congregations 
have suffered immensely from this 


kind of a ministry, and those who * 


have chosen this kind of preparation 
for their sermons have suffered con- 
stant embarrassment. The psalmist 
was actually speaking of the desire 
of the heart; i. e., if we give God our 
whole heart or whole desire, He will 
satisfy and fill our longings. Many 
always overlook that part of the verse 
which says open thy mouth “wide,” 
and I will fill it. It is expressive of 
yieldedness and consecrated desires, 
and has no reference to God instant- 
ly inspiring a minister who has not 
studied the Word. On the other hand, 
there is a group of those who quote 1 
John 2:27, “But the anointing which 
ye have received of him, abideth in 
you, and ye have no need that any 
man teach you.” Verse 26 states, 
“These things have I written concern- 
ing them that seduce you.” They were 
being influenced by false teachers, 
and John would warn his beloved 
children that the Holy Spirit should 
bear witness to the truth so that they 
need not be deceived. The fact, how- 
ever, that “seducers” were present, 
necessitated also that true and in- 
spired teachers were provided of God 
to protect them against deceivers, 
and that was the purpose of John’s 
letter. If God expected everyone to 
follow the leadings of the Spirit, in- 
dependent of “teachers,” He would be 
at variance with Himself, who gave 
unto the Church “teachers” for its 
perfection. Eph. 4:11,12. Spirit-filled 
teachers and those who bear the mes- 
sage of God bring the “anointing” to 
the flock in the ministry of the Word, 
with which the Holy Spirit bears wit- 
ness within the believer. 1 John 5:6- 
9; Rom. 8:16. Of those ministries set 
in the Church by Christ for the per- 
fecting of the saints, certainly none 
can be more needed today than 
“teachers” who are able to balance 
the voice of the prophets and to still 
the troubled waters of distrust and 
misapprehension concerning “what 
saith the Lord.”

lie, promised before the world began; 
but hath in due times manifested his 
word through preaching, which is 
committed unto me according to the 
commandment of God our Saviour; 
to Titus, mine own son (begotten) 
after the common faith: Grace, mercy, 
and peace (be unto you).” Now Paul 
had begotten Titus by preaching to 
him the common salvation, and by 
common faith exercised by Titus, 
simple childlike faith in God, he re- 
ceived mercy and peace from God, 
which is grace, God’s unmerited favor. 
But we hear Paul from a higher plain 
of faith beckoning to Titus to come 
up to a higher quality of faith, which 
faith is, in a measure, described in 
the first verse as faith according to 
the rule of God’s elect, which comes 
to one after godliness is sufficiently 
achieved, but is more thoroughly 
brought out as “effectual faith” in 
Philemon V. 5, 6, “Hearing of thy love 
and faith, which thou hast toward 
the Lord Jesus, and toward all saints; 
that the communication of thy faith 
(common) may become (increased to) 
effectual (faith) by the acknowl- 
edging of every good thing which is 
in you in Christ Jesus.” Also again a 
mutual faith of Christ quality! Verse 
7, “For we have great joy and con- 
solation in thy love, because the 
bowels of the saints are refreshed by 
thee, brother.” 

Now when the faith of one is on the 
upgrade to a categorical height, all 
the house can feel such an effectual 
lifting up as to truly sit in an heav- 
enly place, simply brought about by 
one’s dying to this world that others 
might live. Says Paul, “For we preach 
not ourselves, but Christ Jesus the 
Lord; ... always bearing about in our 
body the dying of the Lord Jesus, ... 
that the life also of Jesus might be 
made: manifest in our mortal flesh. 
So then death worketh in us, but life 
in you (the saints). We having the 
same spirit of faith, according as it is 
written, I believed, and therefore have 
I spoken; we also believe, and there- 
fore speak; ... for all things (all sac- 
rifice) are for your (the saints’) 
sakes, that the abundant grace might 
through the thanksgiving of many 
redound to the glory of God. For 
which cause we faint not; but though 
our outward man perish, yet the in- 
ward man is renewed day by day. For 
our light affliction, which is but for 
a moment, worketh for us a far more 
exceeding and eternal weight of glory; 
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While we look not at the things which 
are seen (with the natural vision), 
but we look at the things not seen” 
(though seen through the eye of 
faith). “But we have this treasure 
(gift) in earthen vessels (our bodies) , 
that the excellency of the power may 
be of God, and not of us.” 

Paul again admonishes: “Neglect 
not the gift (treasure) that is in you.” 
And again: “Stir up the gift within 
you” (which is indeed a treasure). Je- 
sus says, in Matt. 13:52, “Every scribe 
which is instructed unto the kingdom 
of heaven is like unto a man that is an 
householder, which bringeth forth out 
of his treasure things new and old.” 
Now James 2:20-22, “But wilt 
thou know, O vain man, that faith 
without works is dead. Was not Abra- 
ham our father (of faith) justified by 
works when he offered up Isaac his 
son upon the altar? Seest thou 
how faith wrought with his works, and 
by works was faith made perfect?” 
Now what is the altar’s perfect offer- 
ing? Yourself (St. John 17:19). Paul 
is the example of atoning faith (per- 
fect), recorded in the entire chapter 
of 2 Corinthians 4. 

Now the substance of the whole 
matter: “Faith is the substance of 
things hoped for.” It is the material 
used to acquire the very thing you 
hope to get. Here is how it works. You 
see something afar off with the spir- 
itual eye of faith. You readily hope 
for it. It’s away up ahead of you. It’s 
a goal you desire. Again you hope for 
it, and again you do. Presently faith 
says you can have it. You are almost 
startled of such a probability, but Paul 
assures you that it can be, through the 
obedience of faith (Rom. 16:20, 26). 
Obedience of faith indeed! How is that 
done? Well, faith simply precedes you 
to the thing; it goes ahead to the goal 
you hope for, and have been hoping 
for for some time. No doubt, faith runs 
on ahead of you, sits down on the 
thing, anchors there, and waves back 
to you to come on, catch up, come on 
to where faith is. Obey its command to 
come and you get the thing you want, 
for faith, having already arrived ahead 
of you to the place, is simply waiting 
for you to come and get the thing. You 
know what you want, don’t you? Well, 
you can have it simply by obeying 
faith you already have.

ly. Paul gives us information in our 
text, also admonition to keep in per- 
fect condition before God to get re- 
sults. Some people put on a stream- 
lined appearance in this life. Some 
have flattering lips, worshipping Him 
with their lips but their hearts are 
far from Him. Some have only 
morality. Some have a form of godli- 
ness but deny the power thereof, God’s 
radio. 

“Then he said unto them, Go your 
way, eat the fat and drink the sweet, 
and send portions unto them for 
whom nothing is prepared: for this 
day is holy unto our Lord: neither be 
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your strength,” Neh. 8:10. Our mind, 
body, and nervous system are like a 
radio receiving set, which is operated 
by our will. No one but the individual 
can give this authority. “I will” se- 
lects the programs that are picked up, 
regardless of the sort of program se- 
lected. It is up to the operator of 
the receiving set to decide what kind 
of a program may be coming through 
the ether. 

The radio, in one sense, is used to 
help defer the mind. The individual 
tunes in to his own will. (“I will,” con- 
text.) A humble person is filled with 
the joy of God, also enthusiasm for 
service. 

Are your radio tubes In good condi- 
tion? If not, Jesus knows how to re- 
pair them.
